BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


BUSINESS WEEK Business was good in the first quarter. It was better, perhaps, than 
APRIL 1, 1950 might have been expected, what with the coal and Chrysler strikes. 
And it closed in a burst of activity (Business Week Index, page 13). 











As things look now, strong business should continue for some time. 


More and more economists, who had been dubious about the last half of 
1950, are at least slightly more optimistic now 





Business outlays for plant and equipment are very likely to be a good 
bit higher in 1950 than businessmen themselves have been thinking. 








McGraw-Hill’s survey of spending intentions found all business planned 
to spend 14% less in 1950 than in 1949 (BW-Jan.21'50,p73). 

But now, only a few weeks later business has raised its sights. Plans 
call for a cut in capital outlays of only 11% this year (page 20). And this 
probably still underestimates what actually will be spent—especially if 
business stays good.

Present vigor of business throws a more favorable light on the employ- 





ment and unemployment prospects. 





Employment now is in its spring-summer expansion. And the com- 
parison with year-ago figures will be more than ordinarily favorable. That's 
partly because sliding business held back hiring a year ago; but there’s 
another good slice of the gain that is real and not just comparative 

The midsummer top for employment should be well ahead of last year’s 
high of 60-million. (The postwar record was 61.6-million in 1948.) 








Unemployment will go down a little between now and May—although 





it probably will hit a postwar high above 5-million when schools let out and 
seasonal workers join the labor force for the summer 


The number of workers drawing unemployment compensation has been 
declining steadily this year; a year ago, the total was rising sharply 
Moreover, the number of initial claims for compensation (newly unem- 
ployed workers) is at the lowest level since late in 1948 
These initial claims are a good indicator of job opportunities.

A rise in defense spending is in the making. The timing is uncertain 
But you now have the first sign that Truman is starting to weaken on his 
$13.5-billion ceiling on the military budget. 

The tip-off is in a new survey of how much more hard goods the 
economy can produce without a return to inflation. It’s a White House 
project handled by the National Security Resources Board. 

What the survey will show: The “munitions” industry has unused 
manpower, capacity, and materials. It could absorb $1-billion of extra 
procurement this year, and up to $3-billion next year 


Doubt about future unemployment favors the military, long-term 
A defense ceiling was set two years ago, when the economic danger was 
inflation, and the hope of peace was high. Now it’s deflation that is the 
economic worry, and Russia’s actions are a war threat. 

So the survey looks like a stage-setting for a policy reversal, coming 
next year at the latest. It’ll be pushed as defense, and not as a pump- 


primer. But it will stimulate and make jobs. 
* 


Easier financing for low-cost homes will come by May under the 
Sparkman-Spence bill, now nearing final action. 

Homes up to $7,000 will get the most liberal terms. Cash down on 
them will be 5%, when Federal Housing Administration insured mortgages 
are used. 

Direct loans to GI’s who can’t get private financing is provided on a 
limited scale, but probably will be expanded next year. 

Big rental projects also will get liberal mortgage insurance, although 
not so liberal as under Title 608, which is expiring. 

Government mortgage buying, via the Federal National Mortgage 
Assn., will be revived (page 76). 


It’s another big dose of government cred't—near $3-billion—to keep 
up steam in the housing boom. 

The big co-op housing scheme is out. But it will be pushed again next 
year, and will win—-if home building is slowing down 


A rigid ship-subsidy limit won't be voted. The House proposal woul 
limit payments to the number of ships getting them Jan. 1, when many 


subsidy contracts were awaiting renewal. It will be revised, either to 


modify or drop the limitation. 

Sale of government ships to private owners likely will continue beyond 
the June 30 deadline by an extension of the sales law. 

But chartering may end. Congress is reluctant to continue it because 
of the sharp competition for available cargo 


Hearings on small business aid will start this month. The Senate 
Banking Committee plans to take up O’Mahoney’s capital bank plan and 
Lucas’ RFC bill, even if Truman’s plan isn’t ready. 

The Administration is split. McCabe, Sawyer, Snyder, Keyserling, 


and Clark favor action, but aren’t together on what it should be. The

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TAXES 
What Costs Can You Deduct? 


Q: When is a business expense not a business expense? 
A: When the Bureau of Internal Revenue won't let you deduct it from 
taxable income. 





Q: When won't the bureau permit deductions? 

A: When it thinks expenses were not incurred mainly to meet legitimate 
business needs. 

Q: How can BIR tell what’s legitimate and what isn’t when it’s so largely 
a matter of opinion? 

A: BIR can’t always tell—to the taxpayer's satisfaction; that’s why 


many cases end up in the U.S. ‘Tax Court. 


Q: How can the Tax Court tell? 

A: It uses rules-of-thumb like these: 
¢ A payment is a legitimate business expense where it is made in exchange 
for services actually rendered—regardless of the form or manner in which 
the services were performed. 
¢ A payment is deductible as a business expense if it is made to a bona fide 
employee. 
¢ fn borderline cases, the taxpayer usually gets the nod.
